79 children, ranging in age ‘trom 2 
to 12, have died in abandoned air- 
tight boxes. 

The cause of these deaths, which 
involved 59 boys and 20 girls, is a 
matter of grim statistics. They sim- 
ply suffocated when the small amount 
of air in their “prisons”. became ex- 
hausted. There was no way to’ get 
out. No one could hear their calls 
for help. How did they get in? For 
several seasons. Some were just ex- 
ploring or hidirig from other chil- 
dren, Others. were put into these 
boxes as part of a.game. A few were 
locked in by older children who 
wanted to scare younger boys and 
girls. Unfortunately, many were re- 
leased too late or were entirely for- 
gotten as play shifted to other places 
or more exciting games. 

Approximately 3,000,000 iceboxes, 
refrigerators ahd freezers are aban- 
doned annually in vacant lots, on 
back porches, in basements or other 
locations. There is only one sure way 
of dealing with them—remove their 


`- | doors and tops, or'at least. take off 


the latches. Removing doors and 
tops is best because small, panicky 
children might find it impossible to 
lift the heavy top of a chest-type 
freezer or to open the doors of up- 
right freezers and refrigerators, when 
the latter are placed on their backs, 
even though the latches are missing. 

Now, a word to parents. Know 
where your children are playing. 
Keep reminding them about the haz- 
ards of getting into discarded air- 
tight cabinets. And dealers—guard 
the lives of thé\children of your 
communities; destroy those traded- 
in boxes if. you can’t sell them 
“promptly, Or, remove the danger by 
removing the doors.

The fictiticus name statute was recently changed by the 1951
